JEFFERSON CITY, July 10.— 
Secretary of State Charles U. Beck- 
er announced yesterday he would 
be a candidate for the Republican 
nomination for Governor of Mis- 
souri in the primary election in 
August, 1932. 

This move was expected for some 
time because of preliminary eam- 
paign activities in Becker's behalf. 


Becker left for a fishing trip after 
the announcement was made. 
Becker now is serving his. third 
four-year term as Secretary of 
State, and has developed a formid- 
able political machine through the 
extensive patronage gistributed hy 
his department. Interest in the 
Republican gubernatorial nomina- 
tion so far has centered largely on 
whether Becker would get into the 
race. The announcement follows: 
‘“T shall be a candidate for the 
nomination for Governor of Mis- 
souri. I have no slate. My candi- 
dacy is in no way connected with 
the candidacy of any other person 
for any Office. All the time I have 
to spare after performing my offi- 
cial duties as Secretary of State 
will be devoted to outlining and 
conducting my own campaign. 
“At the proper time I shall open 
my campaign with a statement of 
governmental principles and poli- 


cies in which I believe and which | 
I shall endeavor to put into effect | 


when I am elected Governor.”’ 
Polk County Started Boom, 

Becker’s boom was started re- 
cently with the organization of a 
Becker-for-Governor club in Polk 
County, where he maintains his 
residence. 

Henry L. Berger, Second Ward 
Republican Committeeman in St. 
Louis, recently indorsed Becker's 
candidacy, and headquarters for 
direction of the St. Louis campaign 
in Becker's behalf will be opened 
this week in the Title Guaranty 
Building. William P. Elmer of 
Dent County, a member of the 
lower house of the Legislature, will 
have charge of the St. Louis head- 
quarters. 

Becker's official career has been 
a stormy One at intervals, and at 
times all has not been harmonious 
between -him and three Governors 
with whom he has served—Hyde, 
Baker and Caulfield. 

It is known that Republicans not 


favorable to Becker have been at- 


tempting to center on one candidate 
to oppose him in the primary, but 
so far have not reached an agree- 
ment. Some of the followers of 
former Gov. Hyde do not favor 
Becker’s candidacy. Hyde, now 
Secretary of Agriculture in Presi- 
dent Hoover’s Cabinet, was here 
recently to discuss politics with 
some of his former appointees, 
Stahl Among Possibilities. 
Lieutenant-Governor E. H. Win- 
ter, a newspaper publisher of Jef- 
ferson City, has figured in some of 
the discussions. Attorney-General 
Stratton Shartel was considered a 
probable candidate but now is men- 
tioned for United States Senator, in 
the plans of the Republican state 
office holders to continne them- 
selves in office for another four 
years. Others who have been men- 
tioned are former Judge James A. 
Finch of Cape Girardeau; Theodore 
Gary of Kansas City, former chair- 
man of the State Highway Com- 
mission and former chairman of 
the State Survey Commission; Con- 
gressman David Hopkins of St. 
Joseph: Milton R. Stahl of St. 
Louis, chairman of the Missouri 
Public Service Commission, and 
Supreme Judge Frank E. Atwood. 
Becker was under fire during the 
Baxer administration over his 
method of depositing state automo- 
bile license fee collections, made 
by his department in banks which 
he selected for varying periods be- 
fore transmitting them to the State 
Treasury. The Legislature 
passed a bill, sought by Becker, 
which authorized these deposits. 
Becker and one ‘of his appointees, 
State Securities Commissioner F. 
T. Stockard, were criticised severc- 
ly last year for failure to act 
against the now defunct St. Louis 
brokerage firm of W. H. Young & 
Bros., Inc. . The firm, which was 
subject to supervision by the Se- 
curities © Commissioner,

WASHINGTON, July 10. — The 


| Department of Justice announced 


today Federal agents had broken 
up a system of graft within the 
Atlanta penitentiary under which 
prisoners occupying key positions 
in the prison were accepting money 
from other inmates to facilitate 
'their transfer to road camps and 
other institutions, 

The number of men involved, the 
department said, was small and 
little money changed hands, 

All of the prisoners who got 
transfer to camps “by improper 
means,” it was said, have been sent 
back to the institutions from which 
they came. 

The department made no men- 
tion of other institutions, although 
investigations have been reported 
under way at Leavenworth. 

The departmental statement said 
there was no evidence in the At- 
lanta case “that money has been 
paid to any officer or employe of 
the institution or of the depart- 
ment.” 


“If it should be disclosed that | 


any Government employes are in- 
volved they will be speedily ‘ndict- 
ed and vigorously prosecuted, ioe 
said. 

The Department of Justice at- 
tributed the scheme partly to over- 
crowding at the Atlanta institu- 
tion. It was said the road camps 
to which prisoners sought trans- 
fer, were established to make pos- 


sible employment of prisoners at 


manual labor rather than to per- 
mit them to be idle in the peni- 
tentiaries. 

“As soon as the new Federal 
prisons recently authorized by Con- 
gress are completed,’ the depart- 
ment said, “it will be possible to 
reduce the overcrowding at At- 
lanta, A new prison, to house 
1200 inmates, will be completed 
within a year. Construction work 
on a new hospital for defective 
delinquents, two new reformatories 
and one narcotic farm will be 
started during the summer.” 

Officers of the Bureau of Pris- 
ons disclosed today that one of 
the prisoners involved in the At- 
lanta investigation was Paul Rab- 
kin, convicted of conspiracy to 
smuggle into this country quantities 
of Swiss watches. Joseph Pearl- 
man, convicted of the same of- 
fense, was another named in the 
investigation. 

Prison officers said both Rabkin 
and Pearlman had been transferred 
from Atlanta to Fort Rosebank on 
Staten Island, New York, but be- 
cause of their part in the con- 
spiracy both would be sent back 
to Atlanta. 


HAVANA COURT ISSUES 
TWO CONFLICTING DECISIONS 


One Branch Ordcrs 18 Political 
Prisoners Freed, Other Directs 
Their Detention.

HAVANA, July 10—The Audiencia 
Court is divided on the appeal of 
18 political prisoners at Cabanas 
fortress. The first section of the 
court ruled that the prisoners’ ap- 
peal was not justified and ordered 
them kept in prison. At the same 
time the second section directed 
that they be released. 

Defense attorneys are bewildered 
and which order will be carried out 
is not yet known. 

Newspapers were forbidden by 
censors to mention the court pro- 
ceedings.

Eight, inclusive at 70 pounds and 
the size to 100 inches combined 
length and girth. 


{VERDICT WITNESS 


IN MANION KILLING 
DIED BY DROWNING 


Henry Ehlers, Whose Body 
Was Taken From River, 
Last Seen Alive Tuesday 
Night. 


DISAPPEARED FROM 
EMPLOYER’S HOME 


Had Been Summoned to 
Appear Before Grand 
Jury in Saloon Brawl In- 
_quiry Following Day. 


Henry Ehlers, whose body was 
found in the Mississippi River at 
the foot of Madison street Wednese 
day afternoon, was last seen Tues- 
day less than 12 hours before he 
was to have appeared before the 
grand jury as principal witness in 
a homicide inquiry. 

This fact was disclosed today be- 
fore a Cononer’s jury. Coroner 
Dever and his staff are satisfied, 
without making an autopsy, that 
Ehlers died of drowning. No 
marks were found on the body to 
indicate he came to hig death by 
violence. 

Ehlers, 45 years old, an odd jobs 
man in several North Side saloons, 


was tending bar in the saloon at 
1800 North Eighteenth street when 
Oliver Manion, 22-year-old factory 
worker, was shot to death in a 
brawl in the rear of the place on 
June 29. Dying, Manion named as 
his slayer Robert O’Brien, 32, a 
chauffeur, whom Manion had 
thrashed in a street fight a few 
nights before the shooting. 
Was Witness at Inquest. 

Ehlers testified at the Coroner's 
inquest that Manion and O’Brien 
became involved in an altercation 
at the bar, that O’Brien left by 
the back door and Manion followed 
him. A few moments later he 
heard a shot and ran out to find 
Manion, wounded in the body, in 
the back yard. A revolver with one 
discharged cartridge lay on a table 
in the back room of the saloon a 
few steps from where Manion lay. 
O’Brien had fled. 

Arrested later, O’Brien told po- 
licemen Manion had drawn a re- 
volver and that it was discharged 
in a struggle between the two men 
for its possession. He declared he 
did not know that Manion had 
been wounded until he was ar- 
rested. : 

Before the Coroner's jury today 
James Barnes, proprietor of the 
Eighteenth street saloon, testified 
that last Monday night he took 
Ehlers to his home for a sandwich, 
which was prepared by Mrs. 
Barnes. Shortly after midnight, he 
continued, a pallet was laid for 
Ehlers on the kitchen floor and he 
retired to it. 

Barnes said he made this ar- 
rangement because he was anxious 
to see that Ehlers got to the grand 
jury Tuesday morning. He testified 
that when he awoke at 7 a. m. 
Tuesday he’found Ehlers had left 
the house during the night. 

Detective Sergt. Teeter testified 
that when he took a statement 
from Ehlers last Friday in prepa- 
ration for his appearance before 
the grand jury, Ehlers appeared 
nervous about the possibility that 
an inadvertent mistake in his tes- 
timony might lay him open to 
perjury prosecution. 


Said He Became Confused. 

Ehlers, he testified, recalled that 
he had become confused on the 
witness stand at the inquest and 
had been unable to state the time 
of the shooting. He seemed to 
fear, Sergt. Teeter testified, that if 
he became confused again, serious 
consequences might result for him. 

At the close of testimony today 
Coroner Dever announeed the ver- 
dict of death by drowning would 
be allowed to stand. Careful ex- 
amination of the body, he pointed 
out, had failed to cast doubt on the 
conclusion that Ehlers had 
drowned. 

Ehlers is survived by his widow, 
a resident of Kansas City, from 
whom he was separated. 

The grand jury, investigating the 
killing of Manion reported a “no 
true bill,” which meant there was 
insufficient evidence to prosecute 
O’Brien. As far as is known there 
was no witness to the actual shoot- 
ing. 

The case of Ehlers somewhat re- 
sembies the disappearance of 
Frank G. Finnerty, whose body was 
found in the river on April 19 on 
the eve of his appearance before 
the grand jury to testify about the 
murder of two women and a man 
in a North Taylor avenue saloon. 
Like Ehlers he had disclosed noth- 
ing tending directly to incriminate 
the slayer and police decided he 
had drowned.

NEW YORK GRAFT 
WITNESS AILLED 
BY SUBWAY TRAIN 


Company Reports T. F. 
Keller, Dock Engineer, 
Leaped Under Wheels 
From Station Platform. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 10.—The sui- 
cide under a subway train this 
morning of Traugot F. Keller, 
$10,000 a year chief engineer of .‘e 
dock department, forestalled by 
little more than an hour the inten- 
tion of investigators in the legisla- 
tive committee's city wide investi- 
gation to make him either identify 
or admit that he himself was the 
“Frank Baxter,” who received 
nearly all of the $250,000 pier lease 
fee traced by Federal authorities 
to former County Judge W. Ber- 
nard Vause. This was learned at 
the investigators’ headquarters, 

Authorities Nave been trying to 
learn who “Baxter’’ was ever singe 
they were told he had eventually 
received part of a $250,000 pier 
lease fee paid by steamship compa- 
nies. 

Although Vause declared the 
bulk of the money went to “Bax- 
ter,’’ no further identification was 
obtained. 

The dock’s department engineer- 
ing bureau, of which Keller was 
the head, approved leases, com- 
putes rentals, and passes on plans 
for pier superstructures, 

Keller was killed at the Bowling 
Green station. The Interborough 
Rapid Transit Co., reporting the 
case to the Transit Commission, 
said he jumped from the platform. 

In his pocket, police said, was a 
subpena notifying him to appear 
before assistants to Referee Samuel 
Seabury, who is conducting the city 
graft inquiry. 

Keller was #5 years old and had 

been in the service of the city for 
21 years, rising to his $10,000-a- 
year post as head of the Dock De- 
partment. 
_ The dock chief died just an hour 
before he was due at investigation 
headquarters to submit to further 
questioning by lawyers seeking evi- 
dence of graft payments. For 
three days, the. lawyers. disclosed, 
he had been. under.examination. 

Keller had furnished the names 
of several contractors who paid 
money to city officials, it was said, 
but investigators had expected cven 
more important statements from

NAVAL OFFICER 
T0 BE QUESTIONED 
IN DEATH OF Wirt 


Mrs. R. P. Scudder Said to 
Have Ended Life After 
Seeing Him and Widow 
Together at Tijuana.

CORONADO, Cal, July 10.—Po- 
lice sought to question Lieutenant- 
Commander Kandolph P. Scudder, 
retired naval officer, and Mrs. 
Frances Geiger further tuday, fol- 
lowing the death of Mrs. Scudder 
and the discovery of Mrs. Geiger's 
two children, living alone and with- 
out food. Mrs. Scudder, 47 years 
old, died yesterday of poison, which 
Coroner Gunn said she had taken 
apparently with. suicidal intent. 

Police Chief Ivan J. Smith said 
Mrs. Lillian Hackney told him she 
and her friend, Mrs. Scudder, went 
to Tijuana and saw Scudder there 
with Mrs. Geiger. He had been 
away from home for eight days, the 
police chief was told. 

Police found Mrs. Geiger’s chil- 
dren, Gretchen, 16, and Billie, 9, 
living alone, and said they had been 
without food for several days. 

Scudder returned home last night 
but declined to talk. Mrs. Geiger, 
who returned at about the same 
time, denied she had been with 
Scudder but declined to reply to 
other questions. 

Mrs. Geiger, former society wom- 
an of Washington, D. C., is the 
widow of Col. Hurold Geiger, World 
War veteran, killed in an airplane 
crash at Middleton, Pa., in 19265.

PARIS, July 10.—Hans Luther, 
president of the .German Reichs- 
bank, conferred today with Gov- 
ernor Clement Moret of the Bank 
of France, and Vice-Governor 
Charles Farnier, in connection with 
a long-term credit loan to bolster 
German finances. 

When Luther emerged from the 
conference with Moret, he said, 


“We talked simply as banker to 
banker,” and refused to make any 
further statement. 

From Moret's office the con- 
ferees went to a luncheon attend- 
ed by. Emile Moreeu, former gov- 
ernor of the Bank of France, and 
half a dozen other financiers, 

After the luncheon, Luther went 
to the Ministry of Finance and was 
received immediately by Piterre 
Flandin. Moret accompaniec him. 

Back to Berlin, Then to Basel, 

While Luther was stili in con- 
ference with the bank’s heads, the 
German Embassy announced that 
he would leave for Berlin this 
afternoon, to remain there only a 
few hours before starting for Ba- 
sel, Switzerland, where the direc- 
tors of the Bank for International 
Settlements will meet on Monday. 
Luther will be accompanied to 
Basel by Montagu Norman, Bank 
of England head, who came here 
with Luther from London after 
Luther’s visit there yesterday. 

Luther did not depart for Berlin 
at the scheduled hour, however. 
When time came for him to board 
the North Express for Berlin, he 
still was t ied up in negotiations 
with Fland!., and after leaving 
Flandin’s office saw Premier Laval. 
He planned to fly back to Berlin 
tonight to consult the Cabinet. 

The Havas News Agency said 
that political questions raised by 
Luther’s negotiations undoubtedly 
would confine his conversation 
with Mor:t to technical aspects, 
and that no decision regarding 
German credits could be taken. 

It was understood that the refer- 
ence to political q@estions meant 
those already raised concerning a 
pledge by Germany to refrain from 
building warships and to give up 
the idea of a customs accord with 
Austria in return for credits. 

Some of Lather’s Probicms, 

Luther is understood to seek an 
advance equal to the sums by 
which Germany's budget would be 
lightened under the Hoover mora- 
torium, amounting to about $385,- 
600,000, which would be repaid in 
monthly installments; second, he 
wants a renewal of the $100,- 
000,000 one-month loan made by 
the Bank of England. The Bank 
of France, the Federal HKeserve 
Bank of the United States and the 
World Bank at Basel, which falls 
due next Thursday; third, he 
would like to extend that loan and 
increase it by $100,000,000, and 
fourth, he is said to seek a one or 
two-year loan of $400,000,000 for 
the Gold Discount Bank of Ger- 
many. 

Long term credits, it is felt, 
will give the Reich time in which 
to renew the flow of capital into 
the country without facing the ne- 
cessity of continually meeting the 
strain of short-term obligations. 

Official circles consider that 
such an abnormal operation wilil 
require the closest study, inasmuch 
as it appears that the withdrawals 
from Germany are not due to the 
repatriation of American capital, 
but to the flight of German capital. 
It is felt that it will be only normal 
for the banks to withhold fresh 
credits until the Reichsbank takes

Robbins and Jones brought their 
monoplane Fort Worth to earth at 
Solomon, 30 miles east of here, 
early yesterday after having cov- 
ered about 2100 miles of the 5100- 
mile route and having connected 
several times with their trimotored 
refueling plane, piloted by J. J. 
Mattern and Nick Greener. 


Robbins and Jones announced 
they would use the Fort Worth for 
their second attempt, but would 
install a larger motor. They said 
the same trimotored ship would be 
used for refueling. 

In explanation of. the sudden 
termination of the flight, Robbins 
said the Fort. Worth had become 
unwieldy after 300 gallons of gaso- 
line had been taken aboard in high 
winds. 

It was impossible to hold the 
monoplane in contact with the re- 
fueler, he said, to take aboard suf- 
ficient gasoline to complete the 
3000-mile flight to Japan. Other 
refuelings near Fairbanks and on

the way to Norton Sound had been 
successful. : 

The Fort Worth had not been in 
the air in test flights before leaving 
the United States with a capacity 
load of 435 gallons, which the fly- 
ers had planned to take aboard 
over Siberia.

ROOKIES LEARN HOW 
TO SWIM ARMY STYLE 


“Dog Fashion” and Similar 
Strokes Ruled Out in 
Barracks Pool. 


“Dog fashion” swimming was 
ruled out yesterday as 817 new stu- 
dents at the Citizens’ Military 


Training Camp at Jefferson Bar- 
racks took their first swimming 
tests. Of those tested, 212 were 
classed as not being able to swim 
at all or not being able to swim ac- 
cording to army standards. 

As they reached the poo! in 
groups of seven or eight, they were 
asked if they could swim about 50 
feet across the pool. Some viewed 
the distance doubtfully and stepped 
forth to say without hesitation that 
they could not. 

Others attempted it, according to 
their own ideas, and did get across 
with various methods tolerated by 
nature but not by army discipline. 
One young man, who propelled 
himself across the pool on his back 
and using only his feet, was ruled 
out in spite of his skill. Nobody 
sank, but instructors stood ready 
for that contingency. 

So successful has the camp been 
in teaching the boys to swim that 
it does not bother to test students 
who have been at camp before. In 
seven years it has found only three 
individuals whom the army could 
not teach to stay afloat. 


This morning mémvers of a new 
enrollment of 300 students began 
to arrive at camp, to go through 
the routine of being dressed in and 
assigned to quarters. <A total of 
1943 students was originally sum- 
moned to the camp, but about 300 
failed to report. Telegrams went 
out Wednesday night to 300 who 
were on the waiting list to fill the 
capacity of the camp.

Checks for $35,000 and 
$50,000 were given by financial 
houses in payment for the fraudu- 
lent certificates discovered here. 
The $35,000 check was cashed, but 
payment was stopped on the $50,-

The shares were made out to 

Fred Kraft, said to be of Detroit. 
Six hundred of the shares were sold 
through the Flaners Bond and In- 
vestment Co. of Flint, Mich., and a 
second lot of 400 shares through 
the Protvia Investment Securities 
Co. of Pontiac, Mich. The two firms 
sent the stock to the Detroit branch 
of W. E. Hutton & Co. When that 
firm forwarded it to New York the 
transfer officer there discovered 
the certificates were fraudulent. 
The stock bore the forged guaran- 
tee of J. S. Bache, a New York 
financial house. 
Police and prosecutors declined 
to tell the name of the man under 
arrest or to discuss his connection 
with the case. 


MITCHELL IN MINNESOTA 
CRITICISES SENATOR SCHALL 


Does Not Refer to Him by Name, 
But Discusses Appointment 
Ethics. 


By the Associated Press. 
ST. PAUL, Minn., July 10.—At- 


torney-General Mitchell returned 
to his home State today to praise 
the manner in which President 
Hoover has dealt with the Senate 
in making 48 Republican and 10 
Democratic appointments to the 
Federal judiciary. 

In an address before the annual 
meeting of the Minnesota State 
Bar Association, he made no direct 
mention of the controversy be- 
tween himself and Senator Schall 
(R€p.), Minnesota, over the ap- 
pointment of a Federal Judge in 
that State. 

Indirectly, however, the only 
Democratic Cabinet officer criti- 
cised the blind Senator for his op- 
position to the administration. 

“If a Senator from a State in 

which a District Judge is to be ap- 
pointed,” Mitchell said, ‘‘suggests 
the hame of one man and insists 
on his selection for months after 
being advised that he is not to be 
appointed, and the Senator, though 
invited to do so, refuses to make 
other suggestions, and the Presi- 
dent himself then informally sub- 
mits to the Senator a list which 
the Senator refuses to consider. a 
nomination then made without the 
Senator's advance approval raises 
no real issue as td the functions or 
privileges of Senators and does not 
present any question of so-called 
senatorial courtesy.” 
The Attorney-General said that 
legally the President was not re- 
quired to consult the Senate in 
making a nomination, and that 
the “advice and consent of the 
Senate” applied to the appoint- 
ment and not the nomination.

Retirement of Weber & 
Damme Co. Leaves Only Five 
Such Concerns Here. 


Established in a day long before 
sedans replaced surreys in popular 
favor and before cabriolets ac- 
quired 60-horse-power motors, the 
Weber & Damme Wagon Co., 
neared the end of its 70-year his- 
tory yesterday with the filing of a 
voluntary bankruptcy. petition in 
Federal Court, 

Its retirement will leave the 
narrowing field of wagon making 
to five St. Louis firms, survivors of 
the many which thrived here in 
the pre-automobile era. 

Directors of the Weber & 
Damme company agreed on the 
bankruptcy action Monday, ac- 
cording to the petition signed by 
George P. Weber, president of the 
firm, whose father founded the 
business in 1861. The petitio: re- 
lates that the company is unable to 
pay its debts in full and is willing 
to surrender its assets for the ben- 
efit of creditors. 

Operations are still being con- 
ducted in its plant at 734 Mullan- 
phy street, but on a smaller scale 
than in other years. To meet 
changing conditions a line of trac- 
tors, mowing machines and other 
farming equipment had been add- 
ed, but not enough of these were 
sold because of the depression. 
The company is capitalized at 
$40,000. No schedule of assets and 
liabilities was filed with the bank- 
ruptcy petition, but Oliver Blackin- 
ton; attorney for the company, 
said assets were about $20,000 and 
liabilities about $18,000.

Meetings Called in Oklahoma 
City and Wichita With Prices 
at Low Mark. 


By the Associated Press. 
TULSA, Ok., July 10.—Facing 


the lowest crude oil prices in the 
history of the midcontinent area, 
operators in Oklahoma and Kan- 
sas have launched moves which 
may bring an indefinite shutdown 
of their wells. 


In Texas, where the prolific East 
Texas district has been blamed for 
the breakdown of the crude oil 
market, the State Legislature is 
under call to convene in _ special 
session Tuesday to consider pro- 
posals to strengthen the Texas 
Railroad Commission’s powers to 
regulate production. 

Shutting down of Wells in the 
Oklahoma City field already is un- 
der way. Operators in that field 
will meet this afternoon to con- 
sider a suggestion for a complete 
shutdown until the oil market im- 
proves, 

Kansas producers were called to 
meet tomorrow at Wichita to act 
on a proposal to halt production 
“until such time as there is a de- 
mand for crude.” Midcontinent 
prices are now as low as 18 cents. 

The new low prices, initiated In 
| Texas by the Humble Oil and Re- 
' fining Co., have been met by many 
of the major purchasers in Okla- 
homa, Kansas, Texas and New 
Mexico. The schedule ranges from 
10 cents a barrel for low-gravity 
oil to 22 cents a barrel for the top 
grades. It represents a reduction 
of 91 cents a barrel since last No- 
vember,

WASHINGTON, July 10.—Theo- 
dore Joslin, secretary to President 
Hoover, said today the investiga- 
tion of several newspaper stories 
oiginating outside official souces 
had so fa failed to produce results. 
He said any newspaper man had 


“a perfect right to ask any em- 
ploye of the White House any 
question he wishes,” but added 


“just try and get any information.” 

After starting ar investigation of 
Secret Service men and newspaper 
correspondents concerning sources 
of accounts of how the I esident 
departed hurriedly from his Rapi- 
dan camp on Sunday the White 
House outlined a new policy re- 
garding news. 

This policy is that any story 
havi.g to do with the President or 
the White House must come from 
a “stated” and official source. In 
announcing the policy Joslin said 
he did not consider it a censorship. 

Joslin has been designated by 
the President as_ the “stated” 
source of White House news, but 
when the incident under investiga- 
tion occurred, he was in Washing- 
ton and the President and the re- 
porters were in the Blue Ridge 
Mountains. 

Veteran Washington correspond- 
ents have protested to the White 
House against the latest news pol- 
icy. They have told Joslin that 
the ruling was in effect a consor- 
ship, and some of them frankly 
expressed their resentment at the 
investigation.

CITY'S PLEA FOR LOWER 
ELECTRIC RATE ARGUED 


Long Drawn Out Case to Be 
Taken Under Advisement by 
Commission Today. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
: ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 10.— 
The demand of the City of St. Louis 
for a reduction of about $1,000,900 
a year in electric rates for domestic 
customers in St. Louis, which has 
been pending before the Missouri 
Public Service Commission for 
three years, will be taken under 
advisement by the Commission to- 
day, for a decision, following final 
<rguments by attorneys for the 
Union Electric Co. and the city. 

An audit that required two years 
and hearings held at intervals for 
nearly a year have prevented the 
commission from reaching a deci- 
sion on what, in this case, will be 
only a tentative finding. pending 
completion of a full valuation of 
the company’s property ordered re- 
cently by the commission. 

The valuation case will require 
probably two years of work by the 
engineers and an indefinite period 
thereafter for further hearings, a 
final decision on valuation and 
rates, and possible litigation. 

Widely Conflicting Claims. | 

The company contends, as it has 
urged at intervals during the hear- 
ings, that the -ommission should 
not make any order affecting the 
rates of the company until the full 
inventory and appraisal of the 
physical property is completed. 
The case now before the commis- 
sion is based on an audit of the 
company’s books by commission 
engineers, and estimates by wit- 
nesses for the city, company and 
commission on valuation items 
usually covered by an inventory 
and appraisal. 

The city has urged that it is not 
necessary-for the commission to 
delay until the completion of a full 
valuation before giving a decision 
on the reasonableness of rates and 
that a tentative valuation could be 
fixed, and a rate order issvved ef- 
fective pending completion of the 
full valuation. 

The commission, in overruling 
the company’s objection to basing 
any rate order on the present pro- 
ceeding, held that a full inventory 
and appraisal were not necessarily 
a prerequisite in determining rea- 
sonableness of the _ rates, if the 
evidence submitted was sufficient 


a finding. 

As usual in utility rate and val- 
uation cases, widely conflicting

Dario Rappaport, Known for 
Portaits of Famous Men, 
to Tour West.

NEW YORK, JULY 10.—Dario 
Rappaport, Viennese portrait paint- 
er, intends to start this week on 
a motor trip of this country to 
place on canvas America’s women, 
“most of whom are very pretty.” 

“They have excellent figures. 
Few of them are fat or ungainly,” 
he said. “Their faces are sensitive 
with spirit and fine expression. 
They are born actresses. Therefore 
they are easy to portray. 

“The average American girl, 80 
far as I have been able to see, is 
better dressed than the average girl 
of any other country. Even the 
little youngsters making Only the 
smallest salaries are costumed with 
good taste.” 

Rappaport has spent the last 
four or five months here. 

The women, he said, were lead- 
ing the men in civie and social life. 
It may not be long, he thinks, be- 
fore this country is matriarchal. 

“T have always heard that the 
American cares for little else than 
the dollar he gets,”’ he said. “The 
American man does like to make 
money.

POLAND'S GYPSIES THREATEN 
. TO OVERTHROW THEIR KING 


Pretender Agitating for Republic; 
30,000 in Country Carry On 
Nomadic Life. 


By ihe ABAW July i0.—The Polish 
gypsies, who always have given

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RIVAL DELEGATIONS ATTEND 
ILLINOIS 6, 0. P. CONVENTION 


Meeting at Alton to Nominate Can- 
didates for Supreme 
Court. 

Republican delegates from the 
21 counties in the Second Supreme 
Judicial District of Illinois assem- 
bled at Alton today to nominate a 
candidate for Supreme Court Jus- 
tice to succeed Justice William 
Farmer of Vandalia, resigned. Dem- 
ocrats of the district Wednesday 
night nominated Judge Norman L. 
Jones of Carrollton to make the 
race against the candidate to be 
nominated here. 

The first hours of today’s con- 
vention likely will be enlivened by 
a contest between two rival groups 
of Republicans from Madison 
County, both asking admission to 
the convention. One delegation is 
pledged to nominate Judge Jesse 
R. Brown of Alton, while the other 
is uninstructed except that it must 
oppose Judge Brown. Madison 
County, with 60 votes, has about 
one-fourth of the total convention 
vote. 

To obtain the nomination, a can- 
didate must receive 128 of the 254 
votes. Should Judge Brown’s Mad- 
ison County supporters win out, 
he will have approximately 100 
pledged votes, the largest number 
of any of the candidates. 

Two “dark horse’ candidates 
were mentioned frequently today. 
They were Harry 8S. Parker, Ef- 
fingham, chairman of the State 
Civil Service Commission, and 
Thomas E. Williamson, Edwards- 
ville, assistant director of pur- 
chases and construction. Both are 
identified with the Emmerson fac- 
tion. Walter Provine, Taylorville, 
former United States District At- 
torney and a leader of the Deneen 
faction, was another possible 
choice. Others discussed for the 
nomination included Senator A. 8&8. 
Cuthbertson, Bunker Hill, and At- 
torney June Smith, Centralia.

Railroad Counsel Tells Illinois 
Commerce Commission City

S SAINGHIELD Ti, July 10.— 
The Cairo & St. Louis Railroad's 
proposal to discontinue service and 
dismantle its tracks in Alexander 
and Pulaski Counties was heard 
Tuesday before the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission. 

The railroad operates an eight- 
mile line of electric interurban cars 
between Cairo, Mounds City and 
Mounds. These cities were repre- 
sented at the hearing. 

The railroad agreed at the hear- 
ing to restore streets in these cities 
where tracks are to be removed. 
Counsel for the railroad explained 
that the Illinois Power and Light 
Corporation,. which operates street 
cars in Cairo, is taking over the 
railroad’s trackage in that city and 
will experiment with city and su- 
burban electric railway service. 

With these statements, repre- 
sentatives of the cities concerned 
appeared satisfied, and the hearing 
proceeded with presentation of tes- 
timony to show that operation of 
the road has been at a financial 
loss and that public convenience 
and necessity will not be impaired 
if the line is discontinued.

629 Persons Were Injured Dur- 
ing May, Highway Depart- 
ment Reports.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 10.— 
The monthly accident report re- 
leased today by the State Highway 
Department lists 60 motor vehicle 
fatalities in Missouri during May. 
Seventeen persons were killed out- 
right and 43 died later of injuries. 

There were 523 accidents re- 
sulting in injuries to 629 persons. 
Drivers who failed to stop were

St. Louis led other cities of the 
State with 96 accidents, Kansas 
City was second with 61, St. Joseph 
had 26 and Jefferson City 12.

year. That does not necessarily 
mean that it is down and pass- 
ing out, but only that the novelty 
has worn off, from a publicity 
standpoint.

Steel mills in widely scattered 
sections of the couniry, turf-cut- 
ting plants in the north, saw mill 
plants in far Siberia, scientific in- 
stitutes for the study of minerals, 
chemicals and other industrial ma- 
terials represent only a few of Lhe 
enterprises contemplated under 
this ambitious phase of the caim- 
paign to industrialize the nation. 

A Plant a Day. 

Many of them will be large, many 
small. More than 100 plants have 
been finished and opened for busi- 
ness, and, if the schedule is ad- 
hered to, an average of more than 
one a day will be completed dur- 
ing the remainder of 1931. 

Among the larger plants already 
finished are the Klin artificial silk

518" enterprises will represent 
an intended capital investment of

The “1040” campaign is designed 
to establish and place in operation 
that number of tractor stations in 
strategic sections of the agricul- 
tural region. These stations, eim- 
bracing machine shops and space 
for varying numbers of tractors, 
are set up in close proximity to 
collective and co-operative farms 
so that the tractors can be sent 
under their own power when 
needed to the desired localities.

Grain Co, for the purpose of giv- 
ing the corporation a membership 
in the Chicago Board of Trade 
Clearing Corporation. 

The announcement of eeiiinals 
of the controlling interest in the 
concern by the grain corporation 


was made by S. FP. Ardor,. former 
president of the Chicago Board of 
Trade. It later was confirmed by 
George S. Milnor, general manager 
of the grain corporation, who said 
his organization had been handi- 
capped in the expense of doing 
business compared to competitive 
corporations that are members of 
the clearing house. 

Milnor said it was necessary for 
the corporation to make the pur- 
chase because rules of the Clearing 
House barred from membership in 
the Clearing House those groups 
which did not antedate April 2, 
1929. While the Farmers’ National 
Grain Corporation was not formed 
until the autumn of 1929, Milnor 
said, the Updike company was or- 
ganized previous to April of 1929. 

“I am not aware that any rules 
of the Board of Trade have been 
violated in the transaction,” Mil- 
nor said in a formal statement. 

Board of Trade officials said a 
committee was appointed to inves- 
tigate the “moral and legal as- 
pects” of a concern dealing in 
grain which controls its own com- 
mission agency, as, board officials 
say, will be the relationship of the 
Farmers’ Co-operative and the Up- 
dike company.

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NICOLA TESLA AT 79 
HONORED BY INVENTORS 


Father of Radio’ and Modern 
Power Generator Thinks 
Greatest Work Ahead. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, July 10.—Nicola 


Tesla, one of the greatest electri- 
cal inventors since Benjamin 
Franklin flew his historic kite, was 
75 years old today. He was pre- 
sented with’ a volume containing 
letters of felicitation and congratu- 
lation from about 100 inventors 
and scientists all over the world. 


Tesla has left behind him three- 
quarters of a century of high 
achievement, being generally con- 
sidered the father both of radio 
and of modern power generation 
and transmission, but it is in the 
fourth quarter he expects to do his 
greatest work. 

Tesla was born in Serbia, coming 
here as a young man and obtaining 
his first job in América with 
Thomas A. Edison. Soon, however, 
he founded his own company and 
in 1888 he sold to Westinghouse a 
series of patents which revolution- 
ized the electrical industry. 

Since then he has worked indc- 
pendently, delving into the myster-

FORMER BRITISH 
M. P. 1S BUDDHIST 
MONK IN GHINA 


Ignatius Lincoln, Arrested 
in U. S. as German Spy 
in War, Enters Monastery 
in Peiping. 


By the Associated Press, ; 
PEIPING, China, July 10.—Ig~ 
natius Tribich Lincoln, former 
member of the British Parliament 
and known for his long record of 
international adventures, is aA 
Buddhist priest here under the 
name of Chao Kung. 

Lincoln, who was born in Aus- 
tria but later became a naturalized 
British subject, said he began to 
study Buddhism some years ago. 
Finally he decided it was the only 
antidote against “the grasping 
greed and gross materialism of 
Europeans and Americans.” 
Twelve circular scars on his 
shaven head indicate that he has 
gone through the painful burning 
ceremony supposed to testify that 
a candidate for the Buddhist priest 
hood is dead to all sensation, 
These marks, which are symbolical 
of the Buddhist wheel of life, are 
burned. into the scalp with smal? 
wafers made of incense and char« 
coal. 

About 30 years ago Lincoln, now 
53, studied for the ministry in tha 
Anglican church. 

“Christianity has become bank- 
rupt and Chinese Buddhists should 
send missionaries to spread their 
doctrines abroad,” he said. Lincoln 
asserts he is the first foreigner ta 
take the Buddhist vows in China, 
He plans to devote the rest of his 
life to his chosen religion. 

‘When I became interested im 
politics,” he said, “it was the most 
unfortunate step in my life and I 
am very glad that it is over.” 


Ignatius Tribich Lincoln, whose 
Austrian name was Trebitsch, gave 
New York a thrill in 1915 when, 
arrested on information furnished 
by the British Embassy, he said he 
had been a German spy and made 
public purported “spy revelations.” 
Later he repudiated the “confes- 
sion.” Hle escaped but was recap- 
tured. Extradited from New York 
to England in 1916, he was tried 
by the British on a charge of for- 
gery. After serving a three-year 
prison sentence he was deprived 
of his British citizenship and de- 
ported. 

Going to Germany, he was placed 
in charge of the censorship under 
the short-lived Kapp regime in 
1919. He fled to Austria upon the 
collapse of the Kapp government 
and was expelled from that couns 
try in 1921 for alleged treasonable 
activities. 

Exiled from England, he went 
to China, engaged in. supplying 
arms to the various factions, made 
a fortune and bought an estate in 
Ceylon. In 1926 he was in Europe 
endeavoring to obtain a loan for 
the Cantonese Government of 
China. Soon after that, his arrival 
in Peiping disguised as a Buddhist 
monk, was reported.

Stir in one-half cup sour 
cream and one teaspoon vanilla, 
then add one-half cup rolled oats, 
one-half cup seedless raisins, one- 
third cup chopped nuts and two 
pitted dates cut in small pieces.

Add the hot milk gradually to the 
chocolate mixture, return to the 
saucepan and stir constantly over 
a slow fire until thickened and 
smooth. Remove from the fire, 
cool, add one teaspoon vanilla ex- 
tract and pour into four individ- 
val serving dishes. Beat the whites 
of two eggs until stiff enough to 
hold their shape and gradually beat 
in four tablespoons powdered 
sugar. Drop from a teaspoon 
(heaping full) into a shallow pan 
of boiling water. Reduce the heat 
at once and poach the egg whites 
for two or three minutes. Skim 
from the water, place on a shallow 
plate to cool, and when cold slip

Tempting and Healthful Com- 
binations Evolved From 
Common Vegetables. 


Housewives have quite generally 
waked up to the necessity for 
making salads a real part of fam- 
ily menus, but many are igclinéd 
to skimp on them during the mnt 
mer months because they do/ not 
realize their value in keeping the 
system toned up—in other words, 
their tonic effect. | 

Some salads are of course more 
valuable in this respect than oth- 
ers, and it is these that will be 
emphasized today. 

More salads made of plain salad 
greens and of these in combina- 
tion with raw vegetables should 
be used if home cooks wish to do 
away with the dreary symptoms 
of hot weather fatigue.

The dietetic reuson for the use 
of salads—the reason why they are 
“good” for us, is just this—the fact 
that they supply so abundantly 
the valuable vitamins and miner- 
als that are especially needed just 
now when so many are feeling the 
effects of a hot summer. 

A great variety of fresh greens 
will be found in the market and 
all of the tender, succulent green 
vegetables that lend themselves so 
well to salad making in their un- 
cooked state. 

There are so many possible salad 
combinations that we can do no 
more than mention a few of them 
here. 

Here are some combinations that 
are found particularly pleasing.

BY MODERN METHOD 


Old-Fashioned Spoon Test Is 
Probably the Best Test 
for Jelly. ? 


Jelly making is not as difficult 
and uncertain as it once was 
thanks to new and improved meth- 
ods. The one development which 
has done more than anything else 
to take the worry out of what once 
was an exasperating task is the in- 
creased use of commercial pectin. 

Pectin is a natural substance 
found in practically all fruits. It is 
the material which makes fruit 
juice jell—and unless pectin is 
present in sufficient quantities, at- 
tempts at jelly-making are bound 
to result in disappointment and 
failure. 

Fruits like plums, _ currants, 
gooseberries and apples contain 
more pectin than some of the 
others. That is why they are more 
sure to jell. Also, green fruits con- 
tain more pectins than ripe fruits, 
which explains why it used to be 
necessary to have at least part of 
the fruit green to overcome the 
jinx which so often haunted house- 
wives at jelly-making time, 

Jelly making is simply a matter 
of three things. 

First, to concentrate the sugar in 
fruit juice so it will keep. 

Second, the proper amount of 
pectin to make the juice “‘jell.” 

Third, make sure the juice is of 
the proper acidity. 

Long ago, someone discovered 
that fruits and their juices could be 
preserved by increasing the per- 
centage of sugar. This, of course, 
is done by boiling off the surplus 
water. Fresh fruit, for example, is 
over three-fourths water and con- 
tains only 10 to 15 per cent sugar 
—but after the boiling process, the 
resulting jelly contains about 65 | 
per cent sugar. This concentrated 
sugar content inhibits the growth 
of organisms and preserves the 
fruit juices. ; 

The problem, of course, is to de- 
termine the proper time of boiling 
- . . & detail which is highly im- 
portant to successful jelly making. 
Too little boiling leaves an excess 
of water, which may result in fer- 
mentation or spoilage. Overboiling 
may cause the sugar to crystallize 
into bothersome granules or smal] 
lumps. 

New theories on the length of the 
boiling period have been advanced 
from time to time but surveys 
show that the old-fashioned spoon 
test is still the most popular and 
accurate way to determine when 
the mix has had enough boiling. 
This test—often called the film test 
—is familiar to every housewife. 
When the liquid “sheets’’ on the 
spoon, your jelly or jam will ‘“‘jell,” 
because this sheet is the jelly it- | 
self. A wooden spoon is best for | 
testing. 

The boiling time will vary with 
different fruits and different de- 
grees of heat. It is difficult to de- 
cide arbitrarily on a definite period 
of time for boiling, partly because 
the condition and ripeness of the | 
fruit may vary greatly, and partly 
because of the difficulty in telling | 
exactly when liquid “comes to a | 
boil.” Use of the spoon test takes 
care of these uncertainties. 

Some people wonder whether the 
addition of commercial pectin 
harms the jelly in any way. The 
answer to that is no. As mention- | 
ed above, this pectin comes from 
fruits which contain it in compara- 
tively large quantities, and by ad- | 
ding it to other fruits which con- : 
tain less, or which perhaps are fully 
ripe and therefore lower in pectin 
content, home cooks make sure 
that the fruits have enough pectin 
to jell 

A word about the giasses and 
jars. Jam or jelly containing some 
60 or 70 per cent sugar will not 
ferment but it is still subject to 
growth of molds on the surfaces. 
That is why sealing with some sub- 
stance such as paraffin is neces- 
sary. It is also a reason why all 
containers ought to be thoroughly 
cleaned before they are used.

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RAL BOARD OBIECTS 
TO WAGE REDUCTION 


Declares Cut by Louisiana & 
Arkansas “‘Was Positively 


IHlegal.” 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 10.—Presi- 
dent Hoover's policy of “no wage 
reductions” was invoked last night 
by the Railway Mediation Board in 


urging the Louisiana & Arkansas | Rose 


Railway to restore pay schedules 
to the levels obtaining prior to a 
cut Feb. 9. 

The board's report on the dis- 
pute between the road and the 
American Federation of Labor con- 
tended there was nothing in the 
financial condition of the company 


which justified the pay slash and 
the reduction “wholly without no- 
tice * * * was positively illegal.” 

The refusal of the road to sub- 
mit the conflict to arbitration was 
deplored in the report, which cited 
a threatened strike of workers. 
This possibility was suspended au- 
tomatically with designation April 
16 of the Mediation, Board to in- 
vestigate. , 

The railway said in October it 
desired to reduce the basic wage of 
5 cents an hour to 2 cents an bour, 
except for helper apprentices, and 
make other revisions. After some 
discussion, the new schedules were 
posted Feb. 9, effective imme- 
diately. 

President Hoover’s conference 
with industrial leaders and their 
pledge to maintain wage levels was 
cited in the board’s report, which 
also said the railway “should not 
disturb the wage structure, which 
other carriers, no better situated, 
are maintaining.” 

The Louisiana & Arkansas cov- 
ers approximately 630 miles in 
those two states with feeder routes 
into Oklahoma and Texas.

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The Filthy Fly 
HE ordinary house fly is so 


common a pest that it is diffi- 

cult to convince the average 
person of its menace to health. 

However, the fly's tragic role ag 
a carrier of disease has been dem- 
onatrated many times over, most [4 
notably in the Spanish-American i; 
war, when so many of our soldiers 
died of typhoid fever. the germs of 
which were widely spread by flies. 


The menace of the fly arises di- 
rectly out of its filthy habits. It 
breeds in manure piles, refuse or in 
any collection of fermenting or rot- ! 
ting organic matter. It feeds on ' 
anything it finds available, from 
garbage to the babies’ milk, 
Its bristle-covered body makes it 
a vehicle for all sorts of dirt and 
infectious material, and its disgust- 
ing habit of regurgitating its food 
increases both its repulsiveness and 
its menace. 


The common fly is, therefore, 
neither a pleasant nor a wholesome 
companion, and its elimination 
from the household is to be strong- 
ly recommended. 


The most effective destruction of 
this pest lies in the elimination of 
its breeding and feeding places. 

Keep all garbage and refuse cov- 
ered. Screen windows and doors 
or, if this is not practicable, screen 
the kitchen and babies’ rooms. 

Swat the flies you can reach and 
the rest destroy by means of traps, 
fly paper or poison solutions. 

Most of these destructive agents 
can be purchased for little money, ‘ 
However, if you desire to, you can 
make some of these yourself.
